Lumbering Forecast, 

An important deal was consum¬ 
mated at Bethel when L. L. Mason 
formerly of Bethel but now 
Portland, purchased of Mr. E. I. 
Brown, a well known lumberman 
and timber-land owner of this sec¬ 
tion, a one-half interest in com¬ 
mon of what is known as Mt. 
Abram Town, in Franklin county. 
This deal covers 13,000 acres of 
heavily timbered territory. Be¬ 
fore the recent deal Mr. R. I. Mel- 
cher of Andover, and Mr. Mason, 
each owned one-quarter part in 
common. By acquiring Mr. 
Brown’s interest Mr. Mason be¬ 
comes owner of three-fourths of 
this valuable tract, It is under¬ 
stood that the price paid by Mr. 
Mason was well up in the thou¬ 
sands. On the tract is said to be 
some 50 million spruce, 20,000 
cords of white birch, and large 
quantities of other kinds of timber. 
The tract is mostly covered with 
Virgin forest and is one of tho few 
tracts of its kind in the State. The 
Franklin & Megantic railroad runs 
a branch within one mile of the 
and and aline is surveyed four 
miles beyond, extending into the 
heart of the country. Mr, Mason 
while residing in Bethel was large¬ 
ly engaged in lumbering and tim¬ 
ber-lands, He now has in Port¬ 
land a large and well established 
business in which he handles the 
manufactured products of many 
thills and acts as manufacturer’s 
agent in many special lines. He 
has also continued to buy timber- 
lands and now owns quite largely 
in them, Mr. Mason is largely in¬ 
terested in valuable timber tracts 
about Lake Unbagog and else 
Where in northern Oxford,

With Mrs. Stowe, 
Miss Whitney was invited to the 
old Florentine palace called Casa 
Guidi which was then, and for 
many years afterwards, the home 
of Robert and Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning, the most famous pair 
of married poet-lovers the world 
has ever seen. This palace is im¬ 
mortalized by the poem of Mrs. 
Browning called, “Casa Guidi 
Windows.” 

Miss Whitney gave some inter¬ 
esting word-pictures of an eve¬ 
ning spent, in the large, dark,book- 
lined library of the old palace, 
made bright with flowers, and by 
the famous friends of this wonder¬ 
ful host and hostess. None will 
forget the story of how Browning 
effaced himself as a poet i® his 
pride as the husband of a poet and 
spared her all possible fatigue of 
entertaining, by being the genial, 
hearty English host—more like an 
English squire than a poet—some¬ 
thing after the style of our own 
Lowell. 

We seemed to see Mrs. Brown¬ 
ing with the soft curls softening 
the thin face, and the wonderful 
eyes redeeming it from plainness; 
the slender figure simply dressed 
in a dark silk, and to hear tho gen 
tie voice uttering gracious words, 
that have come down to us iu this 
far away laud and time as soft 
benedictions, as she drew Some 
flowers from a vase to bestow up¬ 
on the young American girl.

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LEFT TO UNIONS 


Strike Action Shifted by Tex¬ 
tile Council 


Labor Leaders and Manufacturers 
Look For a Struggle 


Fall Diver, Mass,, Oct, 2S.-A meet¬ 
ing of tlie Textile Council, at which all 
the unions in tlie city were represented, 
was held Saturday night. The letter 
of the manufacturers refusing an ad¬ 
vance in wages was discussed at length. 

The council decided tliat it would 
leave the matter of a. strike entirely in 
the hands of the unions, which action 
is in lino with its previous determina¬ 
tion. 

This determination has been fore¬ 
casted several days. It was decided to 
hold general meetings of all tlie unions 
next 'Wednesday niglit, when action will 
he taken. A vote to strike is expected. 
If so it will begin the following Monday 
morning. # 

There is strong sentiment here 
against a strike because of the effect it 
wil have on all classes if business. 
The manufacturers, however, look for¬ 
ward to a strike, as do the labor leaders.. 
It is possible that the Spinners’ union 
may not vote to strike, in view of the 
similar aetioA taken by them before the 
postponement of the strike. 

This, however, will have no bearing 
upon tlie action of the ot)ier unions, as 
it lias been decided that in case four of 
the five unions vote to strike the vote 
shall become operative. 

The manufacturers look at it as a con¬ 
test between themselves and AX, O. D. 
Borden and not between the owners of 
the mills and their employes. 

Yet if a contest is brought about the 
matter will not be between Mr. Borden 
and the other manufacturers, hut be¬ 
tween the operatives and the mill own¬ 
ers of this city.

Enter a House, Assault Owner, 
Escape on Freight Train 
Haverhill, Mass., Oet. 2S.—A daring 
attempt at robbery was made by three 
men at tlie house of John Donovan on 
Eiglitli avenue, when they entered the 
house by mens of false keys and lay in 
wait for the owner, sandbagging him 
and assaulting him upon his entrace. 
The would-be robbers obtained entrance 
to tlie house some time before midnight 
and at 12:25 Sunday morning Mr. Dou- 
ovan, who does business as a fruit ven¬ 
der, returned home and was immedi¬ 
ately set npan by the men and beaten se¬ 
verely.

Colonel Darling has thought from the 
first that the men were not far distant 
from Boston and that their arrest would 
be an easy matter, hut yesterday it 
was admitted that at the present time 
there is absolutely no clew to the 
whereabouts of the missing men. 

William F. Smith of Lowell, a brother 
of the missing bank teller, says he is 
sure tliat his brother and Swift made 
their escape by sailing from Providence 
on a vessel. A sked if his belief was the 
result of conjecture or was based on act¬ 
ual knowledge, Mr. Smith said he 
formed his opinion from what he had 
been told by persons who ought to know 
what has become of the two men. 
Speaking further on the subject he said: 

“In my opinion there is no truth in 
the story that my brother's friends ex¬ 
pect that he and Swift will return and 
surrender to the authorities. I am sat¬ 
isfied that they are sailing away from 
the United States as fast as a vessel 
can carry them, and I do not believe 
that they will be seen here again of 
their own free will.” 

“Do you think they went to New 
York?” Mr. Smith was asked. 

“No.” said he, “Providence was the 
port from which they sailed; they 
'caught a schooner there.” 

Mr. Smith continued: “I did not find 
out to what port they probably were 
going, but I imagined it was to tiie Ber¬ 
mudas or some West Indian place, if 
there did not happen to he a vessel sail¬ 
ing for a South American port. When 
my brother aful Louis left Lowell I am 
satisfied that they went to Boston, and 
then to Providence as soon as they 
could get a train, I have no doubt that 
they were there on Saturday night.”

How .to Whiten Plano Keys.

How to Make Spiccil Grape*. 

Prepare the grapes as for preserving, 
by removing the skins, boiling the pulp 
aiid straining out the seeds. To seven 
pounds of fruit (weighed before the 
seeds are removed) add a cupful of 
strong vinegar, a cupful of the grape 
juice takeu from the grapes used for 
preserves, two ounces of cinnamon, 
one ounce of cloves (tie the spices in 
a cloth so they can. be removed), three 
and one-half pounds of sugar. Boil 
until it becomes thick like .a marma¬ 
lade, which will take about an hour 
and a half. When done, turn ft into 
glasses. This Is good with roast meats.
